SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


HB sole hoad of a family, or any 
any mabe over 18 years old, may 
homestead a quarter-section of 

available Dominion land, in Manitoba 
Saskatchewan cr Alberta. Applicant 
mueat appear in person at the Domin- 
ion Tanke Agency or Sub-Agency for 
the Distwiet. Entry by proxy may be 
made at any Dominion Lands Agency 
(but not sub-Agency), on certain con- 
ditions, 

Duties—Six months’ residence npou 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homsteader may live | 
within pine miles of his homestead on 
a farm of at least 80 acres, on certain 
eonditions. A habitable house is re- 
quired except where residence is per- 
formed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empta quarter 
section alongside his homestead, Price |

Government Census Shows 165,775 
Persons of Enemy Birth 

That there are 165,775 persons of 
enemy birth in Canada, this including 
Germans, Austro-Hungarians and 
Turks, is indicated by a special report 
on Canada's foreign born population, 
recently issued, The figures, which 
have been compiled from the last cen- 
sus returns are of especial interest 
now that the country is at war. Mont 
real possesses 2,601 foreign born Ger- 
mans, Austrians and Turks over twen- 
ty years of age, while there are 605 
people in Berlin, Ont., who were born 
in Germany. 

There ure 121,480 Austro-Hungar 
ians in the Dominion, this nationality 
largely predominating among those of 
alien enemy birth 

There are 3§ 7 German-born in 
habitants and 4,768 who were born in 
Turkey or Syria. As regards subjects

For instance, very 
few know how much they give to 
private charities that are to a great 
extent made necessary by the drink 
habit.. Losses by sickness, death, loss 
of time, loss by bad debts, ete., can- 
not be estimated. So that instead of 
being five times, it may possibly be 
double that amount.

War Costs $70,000,000 a Day 

A Berlin special quotes Carl Helffe- 
rich, imperial treasurer, to the effect 
that the expenses of all the principal 
pelligerents in the war aggregate 
$70,000,000 a day, or nearly $3,000,000 
an hour, day and night, Sundays and 
holidays. He said the heaviest finan- 
cial burdens were carried by England 
and Germany.

Patriotic Acre Fund 


Over Five Thousand Acres Have Been 
Contributed by Saskatchewan 
Farmers 
Secretary J. B. Musselman of the! 
Grain Growers’ association, in an in- 
terview in regard to the Saskatche- 
wan farmers’ patriotic acre scheme, 
stated that a conservative estimate 
placed the nu»ver of acres contribut- 


represent approximately 100,000 bush- | 
els of wheat or 6,000,000 pounds of 
flour. 

A great number of foreigners had 


contributed to the fund, full books of} 


forms having been’ received where 
every form had been signed by for- 
eigners, including Scandinavians, 
French, a number of Germans and 
Austrians and a eprinkling of Rou- 
manians and Serbs. 

“We have received ths hearty co 
operation of the elevator companies 
in handling this contribution,” said 
Mr. Musselman. ‘All the elevator 
companies, including the Saskatche- 
wan Elevator Company, have agreed 
to accept any wheat offered for con- 
tribution to this fund and to issue for 
it graded storage tickets payable to 
the trustees of the fund, Those ele- 
vator companies will each respective- 
ly purchase the wheat fo: which they 
have issued those tickets at full car- 
load track prices at the point of ship- 
ment, plus one cent per bushel. 

“The wheat contributed is to be 
turned into flour which is to be a gift 
from the grain growers of Saskatche- 
wan to the imperial government. In 
order that an absolutely uniform 
grade of flour may be included in the 
shipment it is decided to have the 
grain ground by one of the largest 
millers in Saskatchewan. The Robin 
Hood Mills are assisting the fund by 
grinding flour at a nominal charge in 
order to lend assistance to the under- 
taking. 

“The federal government is lending 
its hearty co-operation, The Hon. Geo, 
B. Foster, minister of trade and com- 
merce, has

“Educational Reform 


Youth Must be Taught the Lesson of 


the Dignity of Labor 

The growing interest manifested in 
the citizens’ movement for public edu- 
cation is an augury of better things 
for the educational system of Sas- 
katchewan. The not only keen inter- 
est, but the readiness to co-operate, 
shown by those who have been re- 
quested to assist in this movement is 
most encouraging to those who orig- 
inated it. In the work of reform 
much is achieved when the public be- 
comes thoroughly awakened to tne 
necessity of changes, and one can 
safely say that such an awakening 
has been experienced in the public 
mind of Saskatchewan. 

There is among the agricultural 
element in our populationa conscious- 
ness that our educational system has 
tended too much to produce peda- 
gogues, rather than persons qualified 
to do well the everyday work of the 
world. The public school has led 
merely to the high school and col- 
legiate, and the latter, in turn, to the 
university. The consequence is that 
there are teachers, doctors, lawyers 
and persons of professiona] standing 
generally in abundance, But of those 
well qualified to do the real produc- 
tive work of the community there is a 
manifest dearth. 

This undesirable condition of af- 
fairs will continue until the educa- 
tional system of the province receives 
a new direction. Instead of education 
being considered, as it now too fre- 
quently is, a preparation for the seiz- 
ing of the snaps, or the big prizes in 
life, it must be looked upon as a 
means for the bringing of the best 
within the reach of all. Not more for 
the few, but more for the many should 
be the purpose or object of our sys- 
tem. 

In a great agricultural country, 
such as this, the farm must be held 
in higher esteem than it has been in 
the past. This implies that a new 
attitude must be assumed towards s0- 
called menial labor, the work of one’s 
hands. The youth must be taught 
the lesson of the dignity of labor; 
that he who tills the soil follows a 
vocation quite as honorable and laud- 
able as that of the lawyer, the medi- 
cal practitioner, the dentist, or the 
clergyman. How can it be expectecl 
that spirited youth will remain on the 
farm when powerful social and other 
influences work against it? 

The desirability of such teaching is 
manifest, and, forunately for those 
who promote it, economic influences 
are now working with them, The war 
with its eliminating of the waste in 
life, its imperative call for the exer- 
cise of economy, is compelling us to 
get down to actual work, Society is 
learning the lesson—if a man will not 
work neither shall he eat. Necessity 
is a stern but thorough teacher, and 
its lessons are now being quickly 
learned, Let full advantage be taken 
of the opportunity to improve educa- 
tional conditions, If this is done 
much will have been accomplished. 
Certainly the indications make one 
hopeful of results —Moose Jaw News.

LL eyes are watching Constantl- 
nople and the allied attack on 
the Turkish city. Military 
experts both in this country 

and Europe agree that the British and 
French forces, aided by their Itallan 
allies, will score one of the most de- 
cisive victories of the war at this point 
and thereby be placed in a position to 
give more aid to Russia by keeping the 
huge armies of the czar adequately 
supplied with ammunition and also 
providing an outlet for the immense 
Russian crop of grain, now in such 
great demand all over the continent of 
Europe 

Constantinople finds herself more 
seriously menaced than in all her 462 
years of Turkish rule Not that she 
has not been besieged and threatened 
during that time, for indeed besieging 
Constantinople either on the field of 
battle or in the subtler precincts of 
diplomacy has always been the sport 
of kings. 

More than once in the last century 
‘the besiegers were practically in sight 
of the city, and in the Balkan war the 
residents of the city paused in the 
course of their daily avocations to listen 
to the roar of the enemies’ guns in the 
distance, But always before something 
had happened to save Constantinople, 
First Recorded Siege. 


The first recorded siege in the long 
list that the city has undergone was 
about 170 A. D. when Septimus Se- 
verus contended with Pescennius Niger 
for his position as Roman emperor in 
the east. The fortifications of Byzan- 
4ium were famous throughout the 
world, all the scientific means of de- 
fense then known were at her com- 
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mand, and her navy, manned by skill- 
ful, brave seamen, was feared by every 
other country. For three years she 
sustained the siege and only when the 
ravages of famine became so horrible 
that the weaker became food for the 
stronger did she finally yield to her 
Roman captors. From then until her 
capture by Constantine in 324 A. D. the 
city was without a strong government 
and suffered frightful hardships. 

The first siege of the Saracens, about 
673, brought with it a new and terrible 
means of defense, Greek fire, the most 
destructive agent then known to man. 
It could be projected on objects either 
near at hand or at a distance and 
would burn on water or on stone as 
readily as on substances that could be 
themselves ignited. 

This was the first great siege of the 
Moslems. The second came about a 
hundred years later. WBWighteen ships, 
mostly manned by Christian slaves, 
were sent out to prevent aid from 
reaching Constantinople, while 180,000 
foot soldiers besieged the walls. The 
siege lasted eighteen months. Only five

with the fourth crusade was one of | 
the romantic incidents in its history. 
|The crusaders were called on to oust | 
a pretender and restore the rightful | 
heir to the throne. Aided by the Ve- 
netians they at once set about the 
siege of Constantinople. In the spring 
of 1208, 440 vessels carrying 40,000 sol- 
diers sailed up the sea of Marmora to 
the very walls of the city. 

The capture of Constantinople by the 
Turks was not a sudden thing. The 
Turks were established in Europe with 
a capital at Adrianople before they
